Claim Objections 

5. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. Please avoid narrative language and list the structural limitations; 

b. "That the spacer plate" lacks antecedent basis; 

c. "its edge" - avoid the use of pronouns; 

d. "different transparent colors" is not supported by the specification, 
whereby the applicant cites that the plexiglass may incorporate different colors 
but not one with different sections of colors; please elucidate and positively claim 
the structural limitations of the invention; 

Appropriate correction is required. 

6. Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant must 
positively claim the structural limitations with respect to the spacer plate and not state 
intended use. All such language has not been given patentable weight, and has been 
rejected by the examiner's best-rendered interpretation. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-6 rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

8. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Please elucidate as to what a "polished effect" is. Applicant 
should claim structural limitations and avoid all intended use language. 

9. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The term "shall vary" in Claim 4 is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "shall vary" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not 
provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. Applicant should 
clearly define the invention so as to enable one ordinarily skilled in the art to use or 
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make the device. Applicant should then positively claim the structural limitations, 
whether by a definite value or between a certain range that may be easily identifiable. 

10. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 6 fails to further limit from what was stated in Claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Solow (U.S. Patent 5029053). 

13. With regards to Claim 1, Solow discloses a spacer plate [Figures 1-3: (12)] made 
of plexiglass (or Acrulite) [Column 2, Lines 21-24] that is sandwiched by a motor vehicle 
license plate mount [Figures 1-3: (14)] and a license plate [Column 2, Lines 9-20], 
whereby a light [Figures 1-3: (28)] illuminates the edge of the spacer plate. 

Solow does not specifically teach the spacer plate being the same size as the 
license plate. However, it would have been an obvious matter of design choice to have 
made the spacer plate similar in size to the license plate, since such a modification 
would have involved a mere change in the size of a component. A change in size is 
generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 
USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 
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14. With regards to Claim 2, it is commonly known within the art that a polished 
edge/surface may induce light transmission as opposed to a scattering surface, or may 
also act to induce reflection of light. 

15. With regards to Claim 3, Solow discloses the claimed invention as cited above. 
In addition, Solow teaches tabs with holes [Figures 1-3: (16, 18); Column 1 , Line 68 - 
Column 2, Line 5]. 

16. With respect to Claim 4, Solow discloses the claimed invention as cited above 
except for the thickness of the edge of the spacer plate. It would have been an obvious 
matter of design choice to incorporate a specific thickness that accommodates a license 
plate of certain dimensions, since such a modification would have involved a mere 
change in the size of a component. A change in size is generally recognized as being 
within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 

17. With respect to Claim 5, Solow discloses the claimed invention as cited above 
except for the size of the drilled mounting holes of the spacer plate. It would have been 
an obvious matter of design choice to incorporate a specific size for the drilled mounting 
holes to ensure proper mounting, since such a modification would have involved a mere 
change in the size of a component. A change in size is generally recognized as being 
within the level of ordinary skill in the art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955). 

18. With regards to Claim 6, Solow discloses the claimed invention as cited above. 
In addition, Solow teaches the spacer plate being sandwiched by a motor vehicle 
license plate mount [Figures 1-3: (14)] and a license plate [Column 2, Lines 9-20], which 
is conducive of illuminating purposes.
